Gov. Goodrich, while withholding

reformatory in 
Putnam 
county, will agree to the proposal, 
it is understood.

H E Jacobean period is a long one, embracing the reign of four 
rulers in England. 
Starting in 1603 and coming to an end 
with the year 1688, the styles which prevailed were so varied 
as to make them the hardest to classify and isolate of all periods. 


Since there were so many changes during these years, most 
modern Jacobean furniture is so-called because of embracing per­ 
haps one old characteristic of original Jacobean which has been 
emphasized or exaggerated in the modern re-creation. 
As polit­ 
ical tendencies changed, so did designing and artistic tendencies 
changed and for that reason less definite lines may be drawn when 
describing Jacobean furniture. 


The most typical peculiarities of this period however, may be 
said to be bulbous legs, bun or ball feet turned and spiral or 
twisted legs, and carvings of a rather intricate nature. 


Formerly deadly engines of war, these whippet tanks have been dis­ 
mantled and are now being employed in France in useful agricultural work.

Device Made Communication Through 
Water and Beneath the 
Ground Possible. 


W ashington.—H ow underground and 
th rough-wmter wireless w as p u t Into 
practical use during the w'ar w as dis­ 
closed by navy departm ent officials, 
giving to the public an other of its se­ 
crets, carefully guarded so long as it 
m ight be of value to the enemy. 
Gov­ 
ernm ent officials regard this develop­ 
ment, originated in private research by 
Jam es IL Rogers, a scientist of Hy­ 
attsville, Md., as one of the w a r’s m a­ 
jor scientific advances of the kind. 
In practical use the new system so 
fa r is employed only for receiving. 
Radio m essages sent out from power­ 
ful stations iii Europe arc now being 
read at 
underground receiving sta­ 
tions in the 
United States 
aud 
in 
some cases, better than when caught 
by the elaborate and expensive air sta­ 
tions. 
Got Signals Under Waves. 
Tn addition, it was revealed at the 
departm ent, 
through 
an 
adaptation 
of the Rogers theory, subm arines un­ 
der w a te r are intercepting radio sig­ 
nals sent from shore and w ith crude 
apparatus. 
The scientist has succeed­ 
ed in transm itting signals two miles 
from a submerged w ire sim ulating a 
submersible. 
Officials say it is pos­ 
sible, though not yet an accomplished 
fact, th a t ground or w a te r sending can 
be developed to a considerable extent. 
They do not antlcpate, however, that 
the present method of sending from 
high tow ers will be superseded except 
for limited special purposes. 
T he theory most generally held un ­ 
til Rogers dem onstrated file correct­ 
ness of his views, w as th a t impulses 
hurled into the air from a radio tran s­ 
m itting station and deflected ea rth ­ 
ward became dissipated, as does light­ 
ning. when they struck the ground or 
water. 
T he M aryland scientist, how’ever, be­ 
lieved that the impulses flowed through 
the earth as through the air and th at 
it w as only necessary to tra p and 
m easure them in the ground. 
H e had 
been a t w ork on this theory before the 
United S tates entered the w ar and al­ 
ready had interested naval experts, lie 
offered the results of his work to the 
navy w ithout restriction, and when 
they w ere accepted a fte r some dem­ 
onstrations a t Hyattsville, officials say, 
he w as with difficulty persuaded to ac­ 
cept even rem uneration for actual time 
given to co-operation with the govern­ 
ment. 
One of th e first steps taken was 
the request of the navy departm ent, 
under w ar legislation, th a t his appli­ 
cation fo r p aten ts be expedited. 
This 
w as done. 
Main Advantages. 
Rome of the main advantages 
of 
the Rogers system as developed so far, 
according to experts, are alm ost negli­ 
gible cost of construction, the intensi­ 
fying of signals by pointing the send­ 
ing a p p a ratu s tow’ard the receiving sta­ 
tion and reduction of static interfer­ 
ence. 
Because of the la tte r advan­ 
tage, the navy’s receiving station at 
New O rleans, w here communication 
with ships in Southern w aters swept 
by frequent electrical storm s is m ain­ 
tained, uses the underground 
appa­ 
ratu s w ith m arked success. 
In w a r a great advantage is that 
subm arines 
receive 
m essages 
while 
submerged. 
This is being done by 
wires trailing in the w’ater. 
T he Rogers 
development 
aroused 
electrical experts of the government 
to new efforts to expand and improve 
radio transm ission facilities. 
Out of 
the experim ental work done with this 
and o th e r ideas steady advance has 
been m ade under w ar pressure and 
Rogers’ theories are interw oven with 
those of other men in th e results that 
are being obtained.
